sev­ 
eral years ago in an effort to keep!

who havu grown up and left the 
homes, and who som etim es have a 
hard struggle to maintain C hrist­ 
ian ideals in the midst of generally 
poor moral conditions. 
Miss Marlin, who has served as 
housem other in charge of a c ottage 
of 14 children of various ages, was 
more recently taking the* place of 
tile superintendent while he was 
on furlough. She also assisted at 
the church when the m inister was 
on leave. When Miss Marlin 
re 
turns to Kodiak, she will be engag­ 
ed m ostly in conducting church ac­ 
tivities among the town people.
